Govt. Seed Cleaning 
Plant a Success 


Considerable success accompanied 
the first season’s work of the new pro- 
vincial government seed cleaning 
plant, and the marketing of register- 
ed seed grain. Last fall it was decid- 
ed to establish this plant for the pur- 
pose of assisting the producer of reg- 
istered seed to dispose of the seed for 
seed purposes rather than to send it 
through the ordinary commercial 
channels, : 

With refernece to freignt on seed 
shipped to the plant the railroads is- 
sued a special tariff which reduced 
the freight. to about 57 per, cgnt of 
the regular freight charges,” This 
tame into effect December 4th, 1922. 

The demand for this high-class seed 
became very geat as soon as the pub- 
Yic learned of the quality and the very 
rices asked for it. Grain 
was ship to South Dakota, North 
Dakota, Colorado, Ontario, Manitoba, 
Nebraska, and the Department of Col- 
onization'and Immigration, Ottawa, 
(to be used for exhibition purposes in 
the United States, Great Bri in and 
Europe.)

Peace Dawns In leslaca 


After many long and bitter years of struggle, marked by horrors and atro- 
¢ities of all kinds, it would at last appear as if a real peace was dawning in 
treland With the passage of the Irish Free State constitution by the British 
Parliament it was felt that peace would almost immediately follow, inasmuch 
as by that constitution Ireland was granted a larger méasure of home rule 
than was dreamed of by the Home Rulers of the past, and given as liberal and 
democratic a form of government as is enjoyed by any country today. Un- 
fortunately, there were a few irreconcilables who would accept nothing less 
than absolute independence and complete severance of all ties with the Brit- 
ish Empire, and so the warfare continued, confined, however, to the Irish peo- 
ple themselves, but terribly destructive of life and property. 

However, on the anniversary of Queen Victoria's birth, Eamonn de Val- 
era, the Lrish republican leader, addressed a letter to all ranks in the reptb- 
lican army calling for discontinuance of the armed struggle, ordering the lay- 
ing aside of all arms, and declaring that the “republic” can no longer be de- 
fended by arms. Further sacrifices on the part of the republican irregulars 
would, Valera deelares, be in vain, and the continuance of the struggte be un- 
wise in the national interests. At the same time the republican chief of 
staff, Frank Aiken, issued an order that all arms were to be dumped. 

All friends of Ireland must rejoice at this decision. The cause of home 
rule for Ireland has been won, handsomely so, but the plan of setting up a 
republic in Ireland could never be anything but an idle dream, and the longer 
it was persisted in, the greater the suffering and loss forced on the Irish peo- 
ple; and the longer the period that must elapse before the Emerald Isle would 
faunch on an assured future of happiness and prosperity. 

For this happy culmination of the tragic events of the past few years, 
the Free State Government and its staunch friends and supporters are deserv- 
ing of all praise and full credit. From the date of the creation of the Free 
States, the Government of Ireland have loyally fulfilled their treaty obliga- 
tions with the British Government, have staunchly upheld the Free State con- 
stitution, and have energetically set to work to bring order out of chaos and 
establish all the institutions essential to the maintenance of law, order. and 
good government. In the face of seemingly unsurmountable difficulties they 
Nave succeeded in, what is after all, an amazingly short space of time. 

Irishmen have done some wonderful things for the British Empire 
throughout the centuries of the past. Britain-owes much to them. Bren 
in the recen{t Great War when Britain’s enemies sought to induce Irishmen 
to take advantage of the Empire’s life and death struggle to deelare their ab- 
solute independence and join forces with Britain's enemies, the rank and file 
of the Irish people refused and remained steadfastly loyal, and tens of thous- 
ands, of them laid down their lives that the Empire might be saved to do its 
great work in the world. And what would the world be today if it was not 
for the strong hand and steadying influence of the British Empire? 

The ending of the unhappy struggle in Ireland will likewise serve to re- 
move the greatest of all obstacles to the development of a still greater under- 
standing and cordiality between the Empire and the United States. Home 
Rule for Ireland has for years been almost as great an issue in the United 
States as in Great Britain and Ireland. It has-been used to create misunder- 
standings and cultivate hatred of Britain throughout the United States, and 
has led to. many ill-advised statements against Great Britain, even by prom- 
inent, men, in the heat and excitement of election campaigns in the big re- 
public, United States. money has very largely financed the armies of dis- 
content and revolt in Ireland, but, with the granting of the Free State con- 


. stitution, the vast majority of the American~people were agreed that Ire- 


land’s aspirations had been met, and with but few exceptions support for 
‘Valera and his irreconcilables was discontinued, 

If Valera and his followers, having now recognized the inevitable insofar 
eas armed resistance to the Free State Government is concerned, will throw 
their energy ahd influence to developing Ireland along the lines and arts of 
peace, Ireland may with confidence look forward to a bright future, moving 
steadily forward to her proper and rightful place as one of the outstanding 


nations in that great sisterhood of nations which go to make up the British

Canada’s Fisheries 
‘Of Great Extent 


Two of the Four Great Sea Fishing 
Areas Border on Canada 

It is not generally appreciated, even 

by Canadians, that two of the four 


great sea fishing areas of thé world}. 


border on Canada, says the Natural 
Resources Intelligence Service of the 
Department of the Interior. In ad- 
dition, the lakes and rivers of the Do- 
minion constitute approximately half 
the fresh water of the globe while the 
great inland sea of Hudson Bay, still 
practically untouched, may be regard- 
ed as a reserve. Their actual extent 
alone suffices to render these various 
fishing areas remarkable, 

The Atlantic coast line, from Labra- 
dor to the boundary between the 
United States and Canada, measures 
over 6,000 miles—not including the 
lesser bays and indentations. It em- 
braces the Bay of Fundy, 8,000 square 
miles in area, the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, ten times as large, and other 
waters whieh make the total area not 
fess than 200,000 square miles. More- 
over, 15,000 square miles of inshore 
waters are entirely controlled by the 
Dominion, while Hudson Bay, -with a 
shore line 6,000 miles in length, is 
greater than the Mediterranean. 
Crossing the continent, the Pacific 
shore line is over 7,000 miles long and 
has the unique, advantage, thanks to 
its multitude of islands, of being ex- 
ceptionally well sheltered for fisher- 
men. Finally, the fresh water lakes 
of the interior constitute an area of 
220,000 square miles, Canada’s share 
of the Great Lakes alone covering 
34,000 square miles. 

That Canadian fishing waters are 
exceptional in fertility, as well as in 
area, is denoted by. theefact that the 
entire catch of salmon, lobsters, her- 
ring, mackerel and sardines, nearly all 
of the haddock and many of the cod, 
bake and pollock are taken within 10 
or 12 miles from shore. Further, the 
value of the Dominion’s fisheries re- 
sources is enhanced by the circum- 
stances that the colder waters of the 
northern latitude produce fish of the 
finest quality, while climatic .condt- 
tions also facilitate the work of dis- 
tributing and marketing the catch in 
good condition.

Interesting Vital Statistics 


Saskatchewan Has Lowest Death Rate 
in. British Empire 


Great Britain’s birth rate in 1921, 
namely, 22.4 per 1,000 population, was 
the lowest ever recorded in that coun- 
try, except in the war years, accord- 
ing to a report just issued by the Brit- 
ish. Registrar-General. The number 
of marriages in 1921 was 60,000 less 
than in the previous year.. However, 
1920 was a record year, 

The divorce decrees granted by the 
courts of Great Britain in 1921 totalled 
3,600, the highest number yet record- 
ed, 

The Registrar-General in his report 
adds some particulars of the vital 
statistics for some of the districts ot 
the various British dominions. From 
these it appears that Manitoba has 
the highest birth rate, 30.3, and Brit- 
ish Columbia the lowest, 2.3. New 
Brunswick has the highest death rate, 
13.9, and Saskatchewan the lowest, 
7A, New Brunswick has the high- 


st infant mortality rate, 113 per 1,000,

Chinese Turkestan 

There is a place in Chinese Turkes- | 
tan, called Lukchun, that is far below 
the sea level. . This forbidding region | 
is one of the most interesting in the | 
world. Everywhere in {it are found 
ruins of human habitation. Great 
cities are here, with their mines, farms 
and industries, dead as though time 
had stricken them as they stood,

' Animals Slaughtered 


In five months In 1905-6, according 
to statistics given in the Veterinary 
Director-General’s report for 1921-22; 
there were 1,387 animals slaughtered 
in Canada and $108,045 paid in com- 
pensation, in the effort to suppress 
glanders;. whereas in 1921-22 there 
were only 29 animals slaughtered on 
that account in the full year and 
$2,596 paid in compensation, ©: In like 
manner in 1914-15, there were 34,779 
swine slaughtered, and $196,981 paid 
in compensation, in the campaign 
agdinst hog cholera; while.in 1921-22 
only 432 pigs were sacrificed and §$3,- 
129 paid in compensation. In the sup- 
pression of dourine, 471 animals were 
slaughtered and $48,743 paid in com- 
pensation in 1913-14, whereas in 1921- 
22 no animals had to be slaughtered 
and no compensation was paid.- In 
the checking of tukerculosis, there was 
a large increase in 1921-22; both in 
animals slaughtered and compensa- 
tion paid, due to the adoption of the 
Accredited Herd system and to the 
control of tuberculosis in municipali- 
ties under the municipal tuberculosis 
order of 1915-16) The per centage oj 
reactors In municipal testing was 5.9, 
while in the accredited herds the per:

When you look at other people, your 


‘impression of them is governed very 


largely by the expression that you find 
upon their faces. 

We commonly speak of “the expres- 
sion of the eyes,” and we have so long 
continued the use of that phrase that 
we really think the eyes have expres- 
sion. The eye proper has no exprés- 
sion, but the movement of the ¢ye- 
ball and the opening and closing of 
the lids, is what make the so-called 
expression of the eye. The upper lid 
has only an up-and-down motion, so 
that. it could not be very expressive; 
but the lower lid can be moved up- 
ward and downward and can be push- 
ed about by the muscles of the face 
so as to make a series of pleasant- 
looking wrinkles about the corner of 
the eye. 

More than seventy-five per cent. of 
facial expression is due to the muscles 
of mastication. These are support- 
ed upon the teeth and the bones sur- 
rounding the teeth that depend for 
their shape upon the stability of the 
teeth. We are safe therefore in say- 
ing that the great majority of all 
facial expression, either pleasant or 
otherwise, is due to the region that js 
dependent for its support, and, con- 
sequently, 
teeth. 

In addition to the movement of the 
muscles of the face; the appearance 
of the teeth themselves. is a very 
large element of expression. If you 
look at a mouth full of clean, pearly, 
well-shaped, healthy teeth surrounded 
by. natural pink gums,: you get im- 
mediately a pleasing effect that is out 
of all proportion to the general 
beauty of the face. In fact, many 
faces that are most unprepossessing 
when in repose, are extremely attrac- 
tive when they smile, because of a 
splendid dental equipment. If a most 
beautiful woman shows, when she 
smiles, either an irregular, or a de- 
cayed, or a stained set of. teeth, she 
had better not smile, because’ her 
reputation for beauty disappears at 
the first glance. 

If a man who wished to talk busi- 
ness with you was well-groomed and 
generally pleasing in appearance, and 
yet, when he opened his mouth, show- 
ed a collection of dental wrecks, he 
would immediately lose the psycho-

Soil is usually considered lifeless, 
but Sir John Russell has taken a cen- 
sus, and finds that in one single 
sramme of soil, about enough to fill 
a teaspoon, there are more than forty 
million organisms, A method of 
counting them was, worked out, and 
the census was made every day for 
865 consecutive days. No fewer than 
seventeen different. organisms were 
enumerated. ‘One of the most inter- 
esting results was the proof that the 
soll population is not steady in num- 
ber, as had always been assumed, but 
is in a violent state of flux. Dally 
variations were shown independent oi 
external condiiions. The whole soil 
population is depressed in winter and 
in summer, and is uplifted in spring 
and autumn, 

How this comes about is not known. 
The apparently lifeless soil must be 
considered. as really throbbing with 
| tite, changing daily and hourly in 
obedience (oO some great laws which 
we have not yet discovered.
